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Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
combination including the limitations of a finger lever for a gas exchange valve comprising a 
support end having a clip of thin- walled wire material extending substantially crosswise to a 
longitudinal axis of the lever and bearing through a central section against the underside of a 
crossbeam, two webs extending on two sides of a transverse plane of the support end center, the 
two webs having a semi-circular shape and extending in a diameter reduction of the support end 
element, and the clip extending around the two side walls to an upper surface and snapped into 
place, is not disclosed or rendered obvious over the art of record.
